wives,

well until the husband and the two 
son* had died. 
Here in loneliness 
and hearing 
of better times in the land from 
w’hlch she had come, Naomi plan ­ 
ned to go back among her own 
people. 
Hor daughters-in-law a c ­ 
companied her, but she urged th^m 
to go back to their own country. 
The one listened to her pleading 
and went back, but the other, Ruth, 
refused to leave her m other-ln-luw. 
Thus the two widows came Into the 
country around Bethlehem, and the 
story has come down to us ac one 
of Intense and deep affection be­ 
tween two women of different race. 
and of the loyalty and devotion of 
the younger to the older. 
While the 
implications 
of 
the 
story are not all clear, it would 
seem th at 
Ruth. 
the 
Moabitess. 
now an allen in the country where 
she was living, was the more com­ 
petent of the two women. 
Naomi, 
back 
In 
her 
own 
environment, 
seems 
to 
have 
succumbed 
very 
much to her hardships and revers­ 
als of fortune, like some person of 
superior class urn! feeling, retain­ 
ing som ething 
of th© 
pride 
and 
prejudices of her class without the 
ability to meet her new situations. 
Ruth Is the worker of the two, go­ 
ing forth in the fields and gleaning 
after the reapers so th at she might 
find some support for them both. 
Probably most of the teachings 
for our modern world are to be 
read into the lesson, but the deep­ 
est elements 
are there already — 
the place of kindliness and affec­ 
tion, and the part th at these play 
under all circumstances and con­ 
ditions. 
If there were a little more 
of genuine kindliness and gentle­ 
ness in the world, we should not 
have so 
m any 
problem*. 
If 
for 
the hates and Jealousies between 
individuals and nations and races, 
we

substitute a spirit

HICAGO, whose gang wars have made her 
notorious all over the earth, is being cleaned 
up. 


This is the answer I always make when 
people ask me if the city can set its house 
in order. 
Chicago is being cleaned up. The situation here is 
1000 per cent better than it was 16 months ago. It 
will continue to improve, and eventually the gangs will 
be completely driven to cover. The backbone of their 
strength has already been broken. 
I say this in spite of the fact that certain notorious 
gang leaders are still at liberty; in spite of the fact 
that gang shootings and bombings still find their way 
into the papers; in spite of the fact that many people 
seem to think that nothing short of a city-wide vigilance 
committee will ever solve things in Chicago. 
Tire answer to it all is fairly simple. 
In John O. Swanson, Chicago and Cook County 
have a state’s attorney whose honesty and integrity 
•re unquestioned. 
That’s all there is to it. 
Give any large city a state’s attorney who 
is strictly honest and who really wants to see 
things cleaned up, and the clean-up cannot 
long be delayed— no matter how many in­ 
fluential men are lined up on the side of 
disorder. 
And, by the same token, the reverse is 
true; if the state’s attorney is crooked, or 
if he has political and personal entangle­ 
ments which prevent him from doing his 
whole duty, his city will have a sorry mess 
on its hands. 
Let me explain just what I mean when I say 
that Chicago, right now, is being cleaned up. 
W e have broken up organized gambling in 
Cook County.

G 
A M B LIN G is what fills the war chests of 
the gangs. It is infinitely more lucrative than 
the liquor racket. It is the greatest money­ 
maker the gangs have. 
Take it away and their revenues are too small 
to enable them to carry on their city-wide organi­ 
zations in the way they used to. 
When I say that gambling is more profitable 
to a gang than making and distributing booze, 
many readers may doubt my statement. 
The booze racket does bring in millions — no 
question about that. But it doesn’t compare with 
gambling. 
A big gambling house in Chicago will take in 
$100,000 on a smgle night. 
No speakeasy in the world— no chain of speak­ 
easies— can compare with that. 
I know wealthy men in Chicago who have 
dropped as much as $25,000 in a single night. 
The intake of a string of big gambling houses 
which cater to such men is simply incredible. It 
means a perfect flood of money for the gang that 
operates it; money that enables the gang to hire 
gunmen by the score, money that enables them 
to bribe policemen and politicians and make their 
position secure. 
B 


U T there is this about gambling: 
A large gambling house will not even try 
to operate without protection. 
The risk is 
too great. The class of men who furnish the big 
money for such institutions will not go to them 
unless they are assured that there is no chance of their being 
molested. They won’t come in unless they know that every­ 
thing is taken care of. 
That is why stamping out gambling is a comparatively 
easy matter. 
The state’s attorney doesn’t really need to do anything. 
He doesn’t need to stir out of his office, as far as closing 
up the big gambling joints is concerned. 
The men back of these gambling joints will come to him. 
They’ll come to him before he takes office— before he’s 
elected, even, if the political signs are 
easy to read. They’ll come to him to 
find out if he’s going to be "a good 
guy.” 
He won’t need to hold his hand out. 
He won’t need to hunt them up. All 
he needs to do, if he wants to get rich, 
is wait for them to come to 
him— and agree, when they 
do come, that he’ll be ‘‘rea­ 
sonable.” 
You’ll get an idea of the 
force of that statement when 
I tell you that I have been 
offered, as chief investigator 
for the state’s attorney in 
\ 
Chicago. $50,000 a week to 
“ lay off” the gamblers. 
I 
could make a millionaire out 
of myself in no time if I 
wanted to shut my eyes to the 
gamblers* activities. So could 
State’s Attorney Swanson. 
But, of course, if we did, 
Chicago’s gangs could never 
be cleaned up. 
As I say. the big gamblers come in 
without waiting to be asked, and if the 
law enforcement officials want to be 
crooked it’s very simple. But it works 
both ways. 
If the state’s attorney is on tile 
square, all he has to do is say so. All 
he has to do is tell the gamblers, when 
they come to see him, that he intends 
to enforce the law fearlessly and im­ 
partially. 
If hi does that, and lets them know that he means it, 
the big gambling joints won’t open. The men behind them 
know it would be useless. Unless the joints are run wide 
open they don’t get the crowds. 
A 


C O U PL E of years ago there were some of the most 
elaborate gambling joints imaginable running in Chi­ 
cago as openly as so many delicatessen stores. The 
bigger ones were as fancy as Monte Carlo. They had 
roulette wheels, card games, dice and all the trimmings. 
Food pod drink, of the finest quality, were served free to 
ail meets. 
Some of these joints had as many as IOO 
employes, gad were furnished in the utmost luxury.

H E R E were three of them in Cook County, 
running wide open, all summer long, rolling 
up enormous sums for the gangs. 
I set out last summer to put these three tracks 
out of business. They were operating under an 
injunction restraining law officers from interfering 
with them. I raided them anyhow. At one track 
I seized three machine guns— a track run by the 
Capone gang. 
The tracks closed down for a week, while the 
lawyers got busy. The lawyers announced they 
were going to put me in jail for violating the in­ 
junction, and the tracks re-opened. I raided them 
again, and the lawyers ran around in circles again— 
and while they were running, I made a third series of raids. 
Well, we all went into court. 
# 
» ■»'««— 
and a master in chancery was ap­ 
pointed to hold hearings. 
T h e 
judge issued a new injunction, and 
he let the injunction stand until the 
Supreme Court could decide on 
the whole business. There we were 
finally upheld and the tracks closed. 
Vice 
conditions 
in 
Chicago 
were almighty bad when we came 
into office here. In the suburbs to 
the south and west, especially, they

Some 
joints 
downtown 
in the 
loop. Others were 
farther out. All of 
them. however— all 
the big ones. that 
is— had their run­ 
ners downtown, in 
the loop, drumming 
up trade. 
These 
runners 
hand out cards on the open 
street. They’d play the big 
hotels and solicit business 
quite openly. There wasn’t 
the slightest pretense of con­ 
cealment. 
Remember, once more, 
that the nightly “ take” of a 
big joint like that, in flush 
times, will run as high as $100,000, and you can see how 
it was that the Chicago gangs got so rich and powerful. 
But tile big gambling joints weren’t the only form of 
gambling we had to watch out for. 
There were the slot machines, too. They sound rather 
insignificant. But there were 2500 of diem in Cook County 
when we took office, and the weekly sums they poured into 
tile gang treasuries weren’t to be sneezed at. 
Most important of all, there were the dog racing tracks. 
Several of these places were doing a land-office business 
throughout the season. 
These were immensely profitable concessions. Of course, 
they were illegal But that didn’t make any difference.

One night 
in another suburb we swooped down on a certain dis­ 
orderly house, operated by the notorious Mike de Pike 
Heitler. Just as we got in, somebody had Mike de Pike 
on the phone telling him the state's attorney’s men were on 
the warpath.

I went to the phone and called 
the chief of police of that suburb and told him to hurry on 
down and see the sort of joint we’d uncovered in ha own 
bailiwick. He came down and watched us as we herded 
Mike de Pike and his 15 girl employes into the wagons; 
then he accompanied us into Chicago and went to my 
office, where we read him a little lecture on law enforce­ 
ment. 
Mentioning this chief of police reminds me of another 
way in which the state’s attorney can insure a clean town. 
An honest state's attorney can make the police depart­ 
ment honest, too — and he can do it without turning his 
hand over. 
All he has to do is make his position known — and. of 
course, let it be known that he s going to keep his eyes 
wide open. lf the state’s attorney is honest and aggressive. 
the police have to be the same way. Because, you see, the 
state’s attorney can always get action out of the police 
department by calling up the responsible officer and telling

him that if he doesn’t act the whole business will go before 
a grand jury. 
There's nothing a politician hates more than an indict­ 
ment. The state’s attorney always has that threat. He can 
scare crooked cops into being honest. A police force that’a 
honey-combed with graft will turn relatively straight over 
night if they discover that the state’s attorney means business. 
There’s one point in connection with this war on the 
Chicago gangs that the average man doesn’t understand. 
Al Capone came back to Chicago not long 
ago after a stay in a Philadelphia prison. 
Now Al Capone is known all over die 
country as a gangster. 
All kinds of vio­ 
lent crimes are laid at his door. But when 
he returned to Chicago nobody arrested him. 
The police didn't want him and the state’s 
attorney didn't want him. 
And that’s what most people can’t under­ 
stand. They ask: 
“How is it, if this man Capone is all you 
say he is, that he never gets arrested? Has ha 
got everybody bribed, or is everybody asleep?” 
It’s a natural question, too. 
But neither 
answer is correct. 
It’s one thing to know who the gangsters 
are and what they have done, and it’s another 
thing to prove it on them in open court. At 
this minute, the state’s attorney and 
the police chief know practically 
all of the leading gangsters in Chi­ 
cago; but they haven’t got the evi­ 
dence that would enable them to 
convict them in court. 
T 


H E whole thing isn’t as sim­ 
ple as you may think. The av­ 
erage newspaper reader sees in 
his paper that so-and-so has been 
taken for a ride by the Capone 
S 
ang, and he figures all we have to 
o is go get Capone and take him 
down to Joliet. But it doesn’t work 
that way. 
Y ou can’t get witnesses to testify. 
There’s scarcely a murder in 
Chicago in which die police and 
prosecutor can’t put their finger OU 
the murderer. 
But how many of 
the people who yell so much about 
our failure to arrest these murderers 
would, if they saw a gang murder, 
come in and give their evidence? 
Mighty few I 
Look: Tony Lombardo, one of 
Al Capone's crowd, was shot down 
in broad daylight at Dearborn and 
Madison streets, in the heart of the 
loop. Scores of people saw what 
happened. 
But did any of them 
come in to us and volunteer any 
information? Not a one. 
It's partly because they're afraid. 
And it’s partly, too. became they 
know these fellows have a lot of

influence. They know that the poli­ 
ticians can make things pretty un­ 
pleasant for a man who testifies 
against a gangster. 
Influence! Why, I’ve had some 
of the big business men in Chicago come into my office and 
ask me to let up on certain gangsters. And then those “ » t 
men will wonder why it is the police and state’s attorney 
can’t break up the gangs! 
There’s another thing. 
You can never get a gangster 
to testify. 
You can catch one of those men red-handed, 
but he’ll never squawk. He doesn’t dare. If he keeps his 
mouth shut and “takes the rap,” he knows it’s a couple of 
years or so in prison, and that isn’t so good; but if he 
talks, he knows that he isn’t going to live long. So he keeps 
quiet and takes whatever is coming to him. 
We brought in a man not so long ago whom we knew 
to be one of Al Capone’s leading gunmen. We knew dint 
he had been executioner in a number of gang murders hoe. 
B 
U T did we get a word out of him? W e did not— 
although we questioned him for hours. He knit his 
mouth shut— and we had to turn him loose. W e knew, 
just as well as we knew our own names, what he had done, 
but we couldn’t prove it on him. 
That’s what you're up against. We can never get the 
big gangsters where they belong until the ordinary citizen 
develops a willingness to give evidence. 
What we can do, though, and what we are doing, ii 
break the gangs' power. I’ve said that we've ended com­ 
mercial gambling in Cook County. W e’ve broken up die 
prostitution ring. There's still booze, of course. 
But I think I’m perfectly safe in saying that the biggest 
part of the job has been and is being done. 
Things are infinitely better than they were a veer and a 
half ago. Of course, the job isn’t done yet, It will take time. 
There’ll be gang outbreaks here from time to tone. 
But I have no hesitation in saying that the worst is over.

(Editor’» N ote—Th!» Is the text of 
talk given over Radio KREG Mon­ 
day night, July 28). 
Friends of KREG. This evening I 
have been given this opportunity 
to talk over this station on 
Fire 
Prevention, through the courtesy of 
the Orange County Farm bureau. 
I am asking you all 
to 
help 
in 
every w ay possible to prevent forest, 
brush, grass and grain fires in our 
county of Orange and if you are 
traveling through 
our 
state 
or 
through the United States, to help 
Im peery possible way. Some of you 
wonder why 
people 
of 
Southern 
California are interested in the pre­ 
ten tio n of forest, brush, grass and 
*r»in fires. Because in 
California 
Seaeh year there is an average 
of 
over 2,800 fires which burn 
and 
destroy oven 800,000 acres of forest 
and range lands. 
Forage and im­ 
provem ents alone destroyed by fires 
In one year amount to one million 
dollars, Which is a direct loss to 
our state and will buy no one any­ 
thing. 
You who are tuned in on KREG 
m ay wonder how all of these fires 
are started. The United States For­ 
est Service and the State Division 
of Forestry keep a close record of 
all fires each year and over a per­ 
iod of the last ten years have fig­ 
ured the average of 2,800 fires in 
our a u te and find that 70 per cent 
of the fires 
are 
caused 
through 
human carelessness, such as people 
throwing cigarettes, cigar and pipe 
heel» into inflamable material along 
the road sides and in other hazard­ 
ous places. Campers leaving their 
fires unextinguished, tho burning of 
trash, brush and so forth without 
taking all necessary precaution so 
that the fire w ill not escape beyond 
their control. 
Losses Expensive 
Thousands of dollars of 
damage 
is done each year. to improvements 
such as ranch buildings, harvesters 
and other machinery that are des­ 
troyed by fires. Then there are the 
summer homes, located in the for­ 
est covered areas. In one fire last 
y gar known as the Mill Valley fire, 
‘ear San Francisco, 
125 
summer 
yon ies and residences were 
swept 
by 
the devastating flam es which 
left only a blackened strip of waste 
land and leaving 500 people hom e­ 
less. Another fire occurring closer 
at home with which m ost of the 
residents of the county are quite 
fam iliar and one which was equally 
destructive is that one occurlng in 
the fall of 1926, now known as the 
H athaway fire. It started near Mod- 
jeska by a cabin owner who 
in 
cleaning out the 
suposedly 
dead 
ashes from hts fireplace threw them 
out where the sparks, fanned to life 
by a northeast wind, caught in the 
dry grass and shrubs. In less time 
than it takes to say it a raging fire 
w as burning. It 
resulted 
in 
the 
burning of several cabins and the 
denuding of several thousand acres, 
valuable to the county for water­ 
shed purposes, and 
cost 
in 
the 
neighborhood of 
840,000 
to 
the 
county, state and federal agencies, 
to bring under control The second­ 
ary lose, that of denuding the hill­ 
sides, was em phasised 
the 
next 
spring when with the heavy 
rains 
that occurred severe erosion took 
place in theb urned over area, with 
the water rushing to 
the 
ocean, 
rather than 
percolating 
to 
the 
underground stratas to be pumped 
up for irrigation purposes. 
Clear Away Trash 
I would like to suggest 
at 
this 
" tim e to those who own, control or 
lease cabins or other buildings 
in 
any forest, brush or grass covered 
areas to make sure that all Inflam­ 
able material is cleared away from 
the buildings, so that if a fire gets 
started in the vicinity of your cabin 
the forest rangers or fire fighters 
will have a chance to 
save 
the 
buildings, and then too if a cabin 
or building 
catches on fire it will 
not be st; hard to keep the fire from 
spreading to other cabins or to the 
grass or brush covered lands and 
our watersheds. There is also a big 
loss to bee men, and if this precau­ 
tion ia taken and the 
grass 
and 
brush is cleaned away from 
the 
apiaries and a fire starts in the 
vicinity of the 
apiary 
the 
fire 
fighting crews again have a chance 
of saving. 
Grass fires in th# 
open 
range, 
generally started by some one who 
is careless with fire in some m an­ 
ner, amount to several 
thousand 
dollars damage, burning the forage 
which horses, cattie and sheep de­ 
pend on for feed. in our county of 
> 
Orange we have many acres of such 
range which is worth at a low fig­ 
ure $1.00 per acre, and if burned off 
is a great loss. 
Hard On Farmers 
Many a hard working 
rancher 
who has hts grain crop ready 
to 
harvest or his hay stacked ready 
for sale loses his year's work in a 
few minutes time due to som e one 
being careless with fire. In addition 
to property loss, fires 
take 
their 
annual toll of human life, beside the 
many wild anim als that are caught. 
Now I would like to say a few 
words in regard to our watersheds, 
which we have to depend on for our 
annual 
water 
supply. 
Southern 
California has no need to be told of 
the erosion which wiU follow forest 
fires. $500.006 worth of dam age was 
caused by the San Gabriel fire in 
1984, and the city of Glendale suf­ 
fered a loss of hundreds of 
thou­ 
sands of dollars due to the w ash­ 
ing out af macadamised street by 
floods which followed the burning 
of the Verdugo hills.

tablished brush

ual tests, leaving no doubt as to 
the value of forest cover in the reg ­ 
ulation of runoff. 
Cities Depend On W ater 
The grow th of our larger cities as 
well as the grow th of the farm ing I 
com m unities is absolutely depend- ; 
tn t on th e availability of increased t 
w ater supplies, which m ust come i 
m ainly from the m ountain sources 
More than 125 cities and tow ns in [ 
C alifornia, w ith a total population 
of over $,000,000 receive practically 
th eir entire dom estic w ater supply 
from forest stream s and lakes, 
W ho can set a value on the losses 
sustained by the silting of 
re ser­ 
voirs, or the erosion of agricultural 
land, or the w ashing aw ay of 
Im ­ 
provem ents by floods afte r a fire? 
We know, too, th a t a burned forest 
is shunned by the deer as well as 
by the cam per, for it has become 
one of the w aste 
places 
of 
the 
earth. 
Fire Prevention Important 
Rem em ber friends, burned 
fo r­ 
ests build no hom es; they do not 
protect our w atersheds, nor do they 
furnish the m oney for payrolls, O ur 
own present day losses are great 
enough, lf we take only the selfish 
present day view, to m a k e it w o rth ­ 
w hile to spend more money and ef- I 
fort on fire prevention. 
Now the w ay th a t you can coop­ 
erate in reducing th is loss is to ex- ’ 
tinguish all cam p fires thoroughly, 
avoid sm oking in the forest areas 
In the hazardous season, obtain a 
perm it for burning from your near- 1 
est forest ranger, and on sighting 
a fire report to the 
nearest 
fire 
w arden or forest ranger. 


HONEYBEES ELY 


Confirming the honeybee's rep u ­ 
tation 
for 
diligence, 
the 
United 
States Department of A griculture 
recently learned that a be» will 
som etim es fly aa m uch as eight 
miles and re tu rn w ith its m inute 
load. 
Under such 
circumstance», 
a single pound 
of honey 
would 
r e p r e s e n t approxim ately 18,000 
trip* of 16 m iles each, or nearly 
$00,000 miles lo flight by beta. 
In a locality in W yoming where 
irrigated alfalfa 
is 
virtually 
the 
only source of honey, the d ep art­ 
ment placed som e hives eight miles 
from 
th» n e are st 
nectar supply. 
The bees made daily trip s to the 
alfalfa, loaded w ith honey, and re ­ 
turned. 
Since th e bees flew this 
distance regularly, the departm ent 
agriculturists assum e they 
m ight 
fly even farther if necessary. 
Flying these 18-mile trips, how ­ 
ever, som e bees fall to retu rn home 
because sand storms overtake them 
or headwinds Impede them . 
Laden 
with 
honey, 
they 
are 
forced 
to 
rest often on the w ay home, part- 
ticulariy when flying into the wind 
or in cool weather. 
W hen they 
reach 
the 
hive 
after 
such 
long 
trips they often 
m ake abnorm al 
landings, 
and 
frequently 
fail 
to 
alight at the entrance of the hive.

HOPE, Ark., Aug. 2—The world s 
champion 
watermelon 
grower 
is 
dead, hut the seed from his g i­ 
gantic m elons are multiplying in 
this garden spot of Arkansas. 
Edgar Laseter died last October, 
after 
exhibiting 
a 
water 
melon 
weighing 152 pounds produced at 
his famous water melon seed farm 
two m iles from here. 
In 1928 he 
had produced the largest melon of 
that year, weighing 143 pounds— 
an event which was signalized by 
the launching of the Hope W ater­ 
melon Festival, of which the fifth 
annual show will be held this year 
on Thursday, Aug, 7. 
Lase tar's 
supreme 
achievement 
appeared last year, however, when 
he 
not 
only 
produced 
his 
152- 
pound champion, hut grew 15 m el­ 
ons In one patch from related seed, 
which weighed more than a ton. 
At least IO of the 15 melons ex­ 
ceeded 
130 
pounds 
apiece, 
and 
half a dozen beat the 140-pound 
mark. 
This sensational performance a t­ 
tracted attention all over Hem p­ 
stead county, a suction of Arkan­ 
sas which every year aeea more 
than 500 prize watermelons w eigh­ 
ing above IOO pounds each crated 
up and expressed to every state In 
the union. 
D R U G G I S T S T A R T E D F A D 
Growth of the Hempstead coun­ 
ty melon Industry is one of those 
romantic stories that has Us be­ 
ginning in a small city drug store. 
John 8. Gibson, proprietor of a 
Hop» drug store, nearly 20 years 
ago ordered a quantity of selected 
watermelon seed and 
began 
ad­ 
vocating the growing of this truck 
crop by lo« al farmers. 
Faced by the all-cotton farming 
tradition of the south, and by the 
further fact that Hempstead coun­ 
ty used to grow superb long-staple 
cotton that was listed in Liver­ 
pool and other world cotton ex­ 
changes, the watermelon movement 
lagged for many years. 
But in 1920 th» melon shipm ents 
began to pick 
up, and In 
1825, 
Hugh Laseter, brother of the late 
champion, brought in a melon that 
weighed 136 pounds. 
This historic 
feat helped to launch a business 
that annually ships out of Hem p­ 
stead county to northern markets 
more than 500 carloads of melons. 
The 1925 champion was present­ 
ed to President Coolidge, and in 
1926 Hope and Hempstead county 
launched their world-famous W a­ 
termelon 
Festival, 
which 
every 
year brings to this little city of 
6(*06 or 7000 persons a crowd vary­ 
ing from 20,000 to 40,000 people. 
E X P E C T P E A K C R O P 
This 
season 
finds 
the 
water­ 
melon acreage at the highest peak 
in history, with plans {or the most 
elaborate festival. 
The Democratic 
floor 
leader. 
Henator 
Joseph 
T. 
Robinson, nominee for vice presi­ 
dent in 1828, who spoke at the 
Watermelon Festival that year, will 
again b» a guest of the city this 
season. 
Years ago a few big melons were

keted to $80 a ton. 
Hhould the growers throw on th- 
market all they produce, the price 
would sink far below the < <>.st of 
production. In 1928 when a bum per 
crop of 414,000 tons weighted down 
the orchards, the price was barely 
maintained at $20 a ton,

growers say is Indow cost to th* rn. 
Suggest Plans 
Several plans have been tagged* 
ad, but only two appear to have any 
real prospect of sucro se. Oho is to 
enlist the ald of tho federal farm 
board. 
That probably would mean an or­ 
ganization of the growers markedly 
different from the prenmit C alifor­ 
nia Peach & Fig Grower» A ssocia­ 
tion, It likely would be the «am© 
typo farm -aid a» proposed for the 
grape grower», a m ethod that would 
entail taxing all farm ers according 
to tonnage produced along a system 
that would pay for dum ping or o th ­ 
erwise disposing of surplus fruit in 
a manner th at would bolster up the 
price.

not go to market. 
W hether the co-op cen force the 
price to remain at the $30 level is

The first volume of the report 
of this research deals with fairy 
tales, and it knocks the bottom out 
of some of the tim e-honored tales 
wre have long served to our chil­ 
dren, showing specifically why they 
are not “good” for children. 
The second volume of the report 
of this research deals with fiction, 
and it presents eight definite stand­ 
ards by which we may select the 
fiction 
th at 
is 
likely 
to 
prove 
"good” for children. 
First, the good book has organic 
unity. 
If a book is to strike the spirit 
of a child with one harmonious and 
forceful impression, it m ust be a 
hook that is Integrated and unified 
so that it is seen and felt in its 
entirety. 
A book th at is a hodge­ 
podge is not likely to be a force 
for the child’s sound development 
even if it purports to deal with 
sound principles. 
Second, 
the 
good 
book 
shows 
good craftsmanship. 
Books th at are built by sloppy 
craftsm anship are not conducive to 
sound character development in the 
child who reads them. 
If we are 
to use literature to develop In our 
children accuracy, clarity, beauty 
and delicacy of thought and feel­ 


ing, the literature we use m ust 
have behind it a good craftsm an­ 
ship th at gets these qualities into 
the literature. 
Third, the good book «hows an 
effective emotional tone. 
As adults we may have our minds 
changed by cold and colorless books 
that give us new facts, but children 
m ust be moved by books th at have 
color, warmth, hum an appeal. 
Fourth, the good book deals with 
vital, robust and humanely signif­ 
icant m aterials. 
We cannot expect to develop our 
children’s character through trivial 
books. The books we give our chil­ 
dren need not alw ays be serious, 
but they should be significant 
Fifth, the good book depends for 
its effeciveness on artistry rather 
than preaching. 
The good book for children nei­ 
ther talks down nor talks up to 
them ; it feels with the child rather 
than thinks for bim. 
Sixth, the good book is truthful. 
Children’s characters are devel­ 
oped by books that are true to the 
facts, but not by books that tw ist 
the facts in order to point a quick 
moral. 
Seventh, the good book stim u­ 
lates and refines the best qualities 
of humanity. 
Eighth, the good book paints life 
in true perspective. 
If we feed our children's minds 
with books that distort life, they 
will suffer distortion of outlook. 
Here, I think, are eight standards 
worth pondering as we buy books 
for our sons and daughters.
